There is also a marking that goes across route 356, Irving Blvd. at 
Farrington. The best we can see it is Wycloff Ave. and it is 
about 1/4 inch to the right of the designation 356 on the map.

What they want us to do is to have men analyze what 
these marks mean. In other words, did these marks designate 
the route of the President, or alternate routs that were designated .. . 
or what do they mean? The one at Marsalis and Pentagon could he 
the vicinity of his home.

Is the mark up by Love FiAld for example, where 
the Presidential motorcade left Love Field? what is the significance?
